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The  Trustees  of  the  German  Hospital  are  very  thankful  for  the 
many  evidences  of  approval  of  their  work,  received  during  the  past 
year.  This  is  the  more  gratifying  because  the  large  number  of  patients 
who  have  come  to  us  from  distant  as  well  as  neighboring  localities,  have 
so  crowded  the  private  rooms  and  public  wards  as  to  tax  our  accommo¬ 
dations  to  their  utmost  extent. 

Our  friends  may  remember  that  in  the  last  report,  reference  was 
made  to  the  pressing  need  of  greater  space  for  the  use  of  convalescents, 
so  as  to  conduce  to  their  speedier  recovery. 

The  institution  did  not  possess  the  means  to  extend  the  building 
so  as  to  provide  more  room,  much  less  could  it  acquire  a  locality 
for  this  purpose  outside  of  the  city,  but  the  Trustees,  in  their  report, 
ventured  to  express  the  hope  that  some  one  would  come  forward  and 
offer  to  undertake  this  desirable  improvement,  otherwise  it  would  be 
impossible  to  make  it. 

In  venturing  to  express  such  a  hope,  we  well  knew  that  only  those 
who  were  fully  acquainted  with  our  work,  and  felt  a  deep  interest  in 
its  advancement,  could  be  induced  to  lend  a  helping  hand  in  the  ac¬ 
complishment  of  our  design.  And  we  were  not  mistaken,  for  it  was 
the  same  liberal-minded  man,  whom  Providence  has  raised  up  as  the 
faithful  friend  of  the  Hospital  in  every  need,  who  volunteered  to  extend

The  Board  gladly  accepted  this  generous  offer  and  approved  the 
plans  which  were  submitted,  and  gave  the  necessary  authority  for  the 
work,  which  was  commenced  at  once. 

Many  betterments  which  were  not  at  first  thought  to  be  necessary, 
have  been  determined  upon  from  time  to  time,  and  when  they  have 
been  made,  the  whole  Hospital  building  will  be  much  better  adapted  to 
its  charitable  and  blessed  uses. 

The  discomforts  attending  such  extensive  changes  and  improve¬ 
ments  were  unavoidable,  but  we  are  glad  to  state  that  we  have  not 
heard  of  any  complaints  on  that  account.  The  Deaconesses  have  seta 
lovely  example  to  the  rest  of  the  household.  They  had  the  hardest 
task  to  perform,  for  it  was  necessary  for  them  to  give  extra  attention 
to  the  patients.  But  to  them  their  work  is  a  labor  of  love  and  never 
becomes  burdensome,  and  the  sweet  spirit  which  they  exhibit  has  a 
happy  influence  upon  all  who  come  in  contact  with  them. 

The  corner-stone  of  the  extension  was  laid  in  the  presence  of  a 
large  audience,  on  the  3d  of  May,  1894  (Ascension  Day),  by  Mr.  John 
D.  Lankenau,  President  of  the  institution,  on  which  occasion  the 
address  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Samuel  Laird. 

Although  the  work  of  the  extension  is  not  nearly  finished,  our 
friends  will  be  glad  to  know  what  the  most  prominent  improvements 
will  be  which  are  now  under  way.  The  good  city  of  Philadelphia  will 
certainly  be  enriched  by  a  very  valuable  addition  to  the  resources  and 
appointments  of  one  of  its  chief  charitable  institutions. 

The  new  structure  is  in  fact  a  continuation  of  the  old  building 
towards  Corinthian  Avenue,  extending  also  towards  the  north  and 
south,  so  as  to  give  a  frontage  of  144  feet  on  that  broad  highway  and 
present  am  imposing,  elevation.  It  is  built  entirely  of  sandstone,  iron 
and  cement,  and  is  therefore  positively  fire-proof. 

All  the  offices  for  the  Dispensary  departments  will  be  removed  to 
larger  and  more  convenient  quarters  in  the  new  building. 

The  rooms  for  the  storage  of  drugs,  compounding  prescriptions, 
chemical  and  experimental  laboratories,  etc.,  will  also  be  increased  in 
size,  and  placed  in  a  locality  where  there  cannot  be  the  least  danger 
from  accident  by  fire. 

Ample  accommodations  will  now  be  provided  for  the  convalescent 
patients,  the  need  of  which  was  referred  to  in  our  last  report  with  so 
much  regret.  On  every  floor  in  the  centre  of  the  building  large 
spaces,  facing  the  east,  have  been  reserved  for  this  purpose,  furnishing 
plenty  of  room  and  good  fresh  air.

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The  whole  of  the  first  floor  of  the  Hospital  will  undergo  almost 
entire  reconstruction,  a  large  part  of  it  having  formerly  been  used  for 
purposes  which  will  now  be  assigned  to  less  prominent  quarters. 

One  of  the  most  important  of  all  our  improvements  is  the  removal 
of  the  operating-room  to  a  distance  of  twenty  feet  from  where  it  form¬ 
erly  stood.  The  vacant  space  thus  left  is  fitted  up  so  as  to  afford  bet¬ 
ter  accommodations  for  the  preparation  of  patients  for  operation,  and 
where  they  may  rest  after  the  operation  has  been  performed.  All  the 
facilities  and  appliances  for  the  speedy  and  prompt  treatment  of  the 
sick  and  wounded  have  been  increased,  so  as  to  meet  the  growing  de¬ 
mands  made  upon  our  Hospital. 

This  will  give  an  idea  of  what  is  now  being  accomplished,  but  we 
hope  our  friends  will  come  and  see  for  themselves  what  has  been  done, 
after  the  improvements  have  been  completed. 

The  number  of  admissions  during  the  past  year  was  2380.  Adding 
to  these  those  remaining  from  the  previous  year,  viz.,  161,  gives  an 
aggregate  of  2541,  as  compared  with  2437  in  the  preceding  year.  In  the 
Children’s  branch  at  the  Mary  J.  Drexel  Home,  the  number  of  new  cases 
admitted  was  311,  and  of  those  left  over  from  the  previous  year  30,  giv¬ 
ing  a  total  of  341.  Among  the  latter  there  was  a  large  number  of 
cases  of  accidents,  which  are  always  treated  free  of  charge ;  and  alto¬ 
gether  there  were  1345  free  patients  received  in  the  German  and  the 
Children’s  Hospitals.  The  visits  to  the  Dispensaries  of  the  Hospital 
were  24,629,  and  to  those  of  the  Mary  J.  Drexel  Home  6539,  giving  a 
total  of  31,168,  or  an  increase  of  2097  over  the  previous  year. 

The  increase  of  surgical  operations  has  been  throughout  very 
marked.  In  the  Medical  department  we  have  continued  the  method 
of  treating  typhoid  fever  patients  by  means  of  the  bath,  and  are 
glad  to  state  with  favorable  results.  This  is  a  very  laborious 
method,  as  it  requires  repeated  applications  day  and  night,  but  the 
good  results  are  most  encouraging.  The  new  remedy  of  “Blood 
Serum  ”  proposed  by  Dr.  Emil  Behring,  of  Germany,  to  “  combat 
the  dangerous  disease  diphtheria,”  especially  among  children,  has 
been  introduced  in  the  German  Hospital.  Great  credit  is  again 
due  to  our  Trustee,  Consul  Charles  H.  Meyer,  who,  whilst  engaged 
on  his  business  trip,  visited  the  principal  laboratory  in  Germany 
to  secure  at  least  a  small  quantity  of  this  remedy.  The  demand 
for  it  was  so  great  in  Germany  that  only  a  few  favored  ones  were 
able  to  obtain  any  of  it.  Our  experience  with  the  ten  little  vials — 
which  was  all  we  could  procure  —  was  certainly  very  encourag¬ 
ing.  Eight  out  of  the  ten  cases  in  which  it  was  administered,  rapidly

The  two  other  cases, 
in  which  no  good  results  followed,  were  old  ones,  and  were  considered 
hopeless  from  the  time  they  came  under  our  care.  Before  we  venture 
to  pronounce  with  perfect  confidence  on  the  value  of  this  remedy,  we 
shall  require  more  trials  and  proofs  of  its  virtue.  These  we  hope  to 
make  before  long,  as  another  and  better  supply  has  been  promised  us. 

The  virulence  of  this  dreadful  disease  has  somewhat  abated,  though 

not  before  several  of  our  Deaconesses  were  attacked  bv  it.  With 

%/ 

speedy  and  careful  treatment,  however,  they  have  all  recovered.  It  is 
with  great  gratification  that  the  Trustees  are  able  to  report  that  our 
energetic  and  faithful  resident  physician,  Dr.  S.  B.  Whiting,  has  also 
nearly  recovered  from  this  fatal  disease.  He  had  been  very  attentive 
to  the  children  at  the  Isolating  House,  when  he  took  it.  His  progress 
towards  health  was  very  slow,  and  it  was  only  in  an  enfeebled  condi¬ 
tion  that  he  was  able  at  Christmas  time  to  visit  his  home,  at  Cam¬ 
bridge,  Mass. 

Our  Isolating  House  has  again  proved  itself  to  be  of  immense 
advantage  to  our  Institution,  and  has  especially  demonstrated  its  use¬ 
fulness  during  the  past  season. 

Our  Medical  Library  is  steadily  increasing,  and  has  become  of 
great  assistance  to  our  resident  physicians.  The  best  and  most  useful 
works  published  in  Germany  are  procured,  as  well  as  all  the  important 
publications  in  this  country.  When  the  improvements  on  the  first 
floor  are  completed,  better  accommodations  and  ampler  room  will  be 
provided  for  it. 

The  Subscribers’  Sick  Fund  does  not  yet  meet  with  that  favor 
which  it  deserves.  Its  value  cannot  be  properly  understood.  It  is 
beyond  doubt  the  best  method  of  providing  for  one’s  self  in  case  of 
sickness,  and  all  of  us  are  liable  to  this  uncertain  event  at  any  time. 
The  conditions  of  admission  to  the  benefits  secured  by  this  fund  are 
very  liberal,  and  all  persons  who  employ  help  of  any  kind  should 
insist  that  their  employees  become  subscribers  to  it.  They  can  thus 
relieve  themselves  of  what  might  otherwise  prove  a  very  unpleasant 
burden,  but  would  nevertheless  be  a  moral  obligation.

These  active  helpers  have  been  most  assiduous  in  their  work  of  replen¬ 
ishing  and  furnishing  whatever  was  needed  in  the  whole  household. 

Our  attorney,  Joseph  G.  Rosengarten,  Esq.,  as  heretofore,  has 
willingly  assisted  in  settling,  to  the  full  satisfaction  of  the  Board,  what¬ 
ever  legal  difficulties  have  arisen. 

Mr.  Ellis  D.  Williams  has  always  been  ready  to  collect  our  little 
rents,  etc.  It  has  been  a  satisfaction  to  him  to  serve  the  German 
Hospital,  and  his  kindness  has  relieved  us  of  a  great  deal  of  trouble. 

We  regret  that  the  Rev.  Hr.  A.  Spaeth  finally  concluded  to  sever 
his  connection  with  the  Hospital  and  to  resign  from  its  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees.  Since  his  removal  to  Mt.  Airy  it  would  have  proved  too  burden¬ 
some  to  continue  his  connection  with  us.  We  part  with  him  with 
sorrow,  but  are  glad  to  add  that  we  have  his  assurance  that  he  will 
always  continue  his  friendly  interest  in  our  institution,  of  whose  Board 
he  was  a  useful  member  for  a  period  of  fourteen  years. 

The  Rev.  Adolph  Hellwege  has  been  elected  in  his  place. 

Mr.  Nicholas  Lennig  has  also  been  elected  a  Trustee  as  the 
successor  of  Mr.  Anton  Winters,  whose  death  occurred  on  Thanks¬ 
giving  Hay,  1893. 

Great  credit  is  due  to  the  reporters  for  the  Press,  who  are  ever 
ready  to  make  known  to  the  public  what  is  being  done  at  the  Hospital. 

Christmastide  is  always  a  very  happy  time  with  us.  It  was  cele¬ 
brated  this  year  as  usual  with  appropriate  joyous  exercises.  Religious 
services  were  held  in  the  different  wards,  gifts  were  bestowed,  and  all 
participated  in  the  social  cheer  which  marks  the  season. 

In  closing  our  annual  statement  we  refer  the  kind  reader  to  the 
very  interesting  reports  of  the  Physicians,  the  Treasurer,  and  the 
Ladies’  Aid  Society.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1894. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  German  Hospital  : 

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  our  by-laws  we 
beg  to  submit  herewith  a  report  of  the  doings,  work  and  results  of  your 
Medical  Board.  There  was  a  general  increase  in  the  number  of  patients 
treated  in  the  Hospital,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  much  of  its  room  was 
curtailed  by  the  building  operations  of  the  new  wing.  A  slight  fall¬ 
ing  off  in  the  number  of  medical  cases  cared  for  is  accounted  for  by 
the  noted  diminution  of  cases  of  sunstroke  usually  brought  here  and 
treated  by  us.  Aside  from  this  the  health  of  the  city  seems  to  have 
improved  under  the  various  sanitary  measures  instituted,  so  much  so, 
that  there  was  a  considerable  falling  off  of  various  infectious  diseases. 
This  has  been  especially  the  case  with  typhoid  fever,  which  has  fur¬ 
nished  us  a  smaller  contingent  of  patients  than  usual. 

Our  experience  with  diphtheria  during  the  last  year  has  been  in  a 
measure  satisfactory,  although  it  came  very  near  costing  the  life  of  one 
of  our  most  efficient  and  esteemed  resident  physicians.  Hr.  A.  H. 
Whiting,  while  in  charge  of  the  surgical  service,  had  to  operate  on  the 
throat  of  a  diphtheritic  child,  and  while  doing  so  was  himself  inocu¬ 
lated  with  the  disease ;  for  weeks  he  lingered  at  the  verge  of  death,  suf¬ 
fering  from  one  of  the  most  virulent  attacks  seen  in  this  Hospital.  His 
recovery  was  probably  largely  due  to  the  excellent  care  he  received  at 
the  hands  of  the  sisters.  Even  to  this  date  he  has  not  completely 
recovered,  but  is  in  a  fair  way  of  doing  so. 

At  that  time  the  new  diphtheria  antitoxin  could,  unfortunately, 
not  be  obtained  in  America.  Somewhat  later  we  received,  through 
the  efforts  of  Consul  Chas.  H.  Meyer,  probably  one  of  the  first  genuine 
lots  of  this  now  famous  remedy. 

As  the  spread  of  diphtheria  with  us  at  this  time  had  been  success¬ 
fully  arrested,  a  great  portion  of  this  rare  and  expensive  remedy  was 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  city  hospital  for  contagious  diseases,  where 
it  was  used  to  great  advantage.

Unfere  bffentlidjen  ^linden,  unter  ber  Seitung  unfereS  Dberf)au3argte3, 
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in,  already  several  years  ago,  establishing  the  first  chemical  and  bacte¬ 
riological  laboratory  in  connection  with  any  hospital  in  the  city,  a 
practice  which  has  only  now  been  followed  by  other  hospitals,  and  is 
being  introduced  for  the  city  by  the  Board  of  Health.  Our  laboratory 
facilities  in  this  respect  have  been  freely  offered  and  made  use  of  by 
medical  practitioners  of  this  city  in  obscure  cases  of  disease,  only  to  be 
cleared  up  by  bacteriological  research.  Our  library  has  grown  in  its 
regular  ratio,  but  we  anticipate  a  marked  increase  both  in  volumes  as 
well  as  in  general  use  by  its  removal  to  its  contemplated  new  quarters. 

For  the  report  of  the  out-patient  departments,  which  have  been  so 
successfully  managed  by  our  Chief  Resident  Physician,  we  refer  you  to 
the  respective  pages  on  which  it  is  found.  The  increased  number  of 
patients  seeking  their  advantages  is  noticeable,  and  due  in  a  .large  de¬ 
gree  to  the  distress  and  poverty  existing  among  the  working  classes. 

Owing  to  the  building  now  in  course  of  erection  and  the  extensive 
alterations  and  improvements  of  the  operating-room  and  amphitheatre, 
which  bid  fair  to  make  it  one  of  the  finest  in  the  country,  the  educa¬ 
tional  features  which  hitherto  had  formed  such  an  important  part 
of  our  work  had  to  be  suspended  for  the  time  being,  but  with  the  in¬ 
creased  facilities  we  hope  to  be  able  in  the  future  to  report  marked 
progress  in  this  respect. 

The  total  number  of  patients  treated  in  the  Hospital,  including 
the  Children’s  Department  of  the  Mary  J.  Drexel  Home  and  the  Iso¬ 
lating  House,  during  the  year  1894,  was  2882,  an  increase  of  147  over 
the  preceding  year;  of  these,  893  were  medical,  992  surgical,  341 
children,  16  isolated  and  640  marine  cases;  cured  or  improved  were  680 
medical  and  829  surgical  patients.  Of  the  deaths  120  were  medical, 
83  surgical  and  18  marine  cases.  The  number  of  visits  to  the  Dispen¬ 
saries  was  31,168.  For  farther  Medical  statistics  we  respectfully 
refer  you  to  the  tables  arranged  by  the  Chief  Resident  Physician  and  his 
assistants. 

We  take  occasion  to  again  thank  you  for  the  full  and  liberal  sup¬ 
port  you  have  extended  to  us,  and  by  which  alone  we  were  able  to 
achieve  the  satisfactory  results  recorded  in  this  report. 

It  is  our  pleasurable  duty  also  to  again  acknowledge  here  the  un¬ 
tiring  zeal  and  aptitude  of  the  nursing  sisters,  as  superintended  by  the 
Sister  Superior. 

The  results  of  the  competitive  examinations  for  the  position  of  resi¬ 
dent  physician  have  been  most  satisfactory.  Their  term  of  service  has 
been  lengthened  to  two  years,  an  innovation  which  has  worked  to 
greater  advantage  of  the  Hospital,  while  affording  these  physicians 
greater  and  more  extended  facilities  for  study  and  observation.

ISOLATING  HOUSE. 


The  necessity  for  isolating  hospital  patients  suffering  from  infectious 
or  contagious  diseases  is  self-evident.  The  infection  is  carried  into  the 
hospital  probably  always  by  visitors,  and  is  therefore  unavoidable. 
The  inmates,  being  enfeebled  from  disease  or  injury,  fall  easy  victims 
to  such  affections.  To  guard  against  possible  infection  some  cases  are 
isolated  on  suspicion,  whereby  greater  security  is  obtained.  Through 
the  liberality  of  the  President,  Mr.  John  D.  Lankenau,  the  present 
structure  was  erected  in  1891. 

During  the  year  1894,  16  cases  were  treated  in  the  Isolating  House. 

The  numbers  are  as  follows : 

Diphtheria,  4  ;  facial  erysipelas,  4  ;  measles,  2  ;  pediculosis  vesti- 
mentorum,  1  ;  whooping-cough,  5. 

The  patients  in  the  Isolating  House  are  treated  by  the  Chief  Resi¬ 
dent  Physician. 


LABORATORIES, 

Situated  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  Isolating  House,  were  set  in  work¬ 
ing  order  during  the  year  1892,  and  much  important  work  has  been 
done.  Only  the  study  of  diseased  tissues  can  lead  to  a  rational  treat¬ 
ment  of  disease ;  this  work  is,  therefore,  of  the  utmost  importance. 
Micro-organisms  are  generally  the  cause  of  disease,  and  their  recogni¬ 
tion  and  study  is  absolutely  essential. 

This  work  is,  of  course,  very  laborious,  and  requires  special  and 
costly  apparatus,  besides  much  tedious  labor.  So  much  work  had  to 
be  done  that  it  was  found  necessary  to  appoint  a  resident  whose  sole 
duty  it  is  to  attend  to  the  pathological  work.  Most  of  the  researches 
in  these  matters  have  been  made  in  Europe,  especially  Germany.  But 
it  is  hoped  that  in  the  future  more  will  be  done  here ;  and,  therefore, 
the  foresight  and  wisdom  shown  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in  placing 
well-fitted  rooms  and  apparatus  at  the  disposal  of  the  physicians,  can¬ 
not  be  too  highly  appreciated.  The  work  carried  on  in  the  Laboratories 
is  divided  into  Pathological,  Photographic,  Microscopical,  Chemical 
and  Bacteriological. 

The  Museum  is  in  thorough  order.  The  numerous  specimens  are 
arranged  systematically.  Many  very  rare  examples  have  been  added 
during  the  last  year.

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AMENDED  CHARTER 


OF  THE 

GERMAN  HOSPITAL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  PHILADELPHIA. 


The  name  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  the  “  German  Hospital  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia.” 

Section  1.  The  objects  of  this  Corporation  are  to  provide  medical 
and  surgical  aid  and  nursing  in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital  for  the  sick 
and  disabled,  with  a  view  to  admitting  the  poor  without  charge,  as  far 
as  the  means  of  the  Hospital  will  allow,  and  to  care  for  aged  and 
infirm  men  and  women,  and  to  give  instruction  in  the  science  of 
medicine. 

Sec.  2.  Patients  shall  be  admitted  irrespective  of  nationality,  creed, 
or  color. 

Sec.  3.  Members  shall  be  elected  at  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  by  a  majority  of  those  present. 
The  initiation  fee  and  annual  dues  shall  be  regulated  by  the  By-Laws. 

Sec.  4.  Any  member  wTho  is  a  fit  and  suitable  person  for  the  position, 
and  who  shall  contribute  Twenty- five  Dollars,  and  who  is  a  resident  of 
Philadelphia,  shall  be  eligible  as  a  Trustee  for  the  term  of  his  election. 

Sec.  5.  The  Corporation  hereby  established  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  donations,  legacies  and  devises  of  real  estate,  and  shall  apply 
the  same  to  its  general  corporate  purposes. 

Sec.  6.  The  government  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  vested  in  a 
Board  of  sixteen  Trustees,  three  of  whom  shall  be  ministers  of  the 
Lutheran  Church,  recognized  by  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Ministerium 
of  Pennsylvania  and  adjacent  States,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  on  the  second  Monday  of  January, 
A.D.,  1883,  in  eight  classes  of  two  each,  to  serve  for  the  periods  of  one, 
two,  three,  four,  five,  six,  seven  and  eight  years  respectively ;  and  at 
each  subsequent  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  two  Trustees  shall 
be  elected  for  the  term  of  eight  years  to  fill  the  places  of  the  twro 
Trustees  whose  terms  expire.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Solicitor,  and  such 
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other  officers  as  may  be  eedmed  necessary,  and  for  such  terms  as  the 
By-Laws  shall  prescribe,  and  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  its 
own  body  until  the  next  annual  election.  No  real  estate  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  shall  be  sold  without  the  concurrence  of  ten  Trustees  present 
at  the  meeting  at  which  such  sale  is  ordered. 

Sec.  7.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  choose  at  their  first  meeting  after 
their  election,  or  at  such  other  time  as  they  may  appoint,  such  number 
of  physicians,  surgeons  and  obstetricians  as  they  shall  deem  sufficient 
to  form  the  Medical  Board.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  the 
power  of  removal  and  of  filling  vacancies  in  said  Medical  Board.  The 
entire  medical  care  of  the  patients,  and  the  general  management  of 
the  Corporation  shall  be  regulated  by  such  By-Laws  and  Rules  as  the 
Board  of  Trustees  may  adopt. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  Corporation  is  also  authorized  and  empowered  to 
establish,  in  connection  with  the  Hospital,  a  department  for  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  students  in  the  science  of  medicine. 

Sec.  9.  The  said  Corporation  is  also  authorized  and  empowered  to 
establish,  maintain  and  manage  a  Home,  under  the  name  of  “  The  Mary 
J.  Drexel  Home,”  for  the  reception  and  support  of  well-recommended, 
well-behaved,  perfectly  sober  and  respectable  aged  couples,  and  aged 
single  men  and  women  of  German  birth  or  descent,  not  suffering  from 
any  obnoxious  or  contagious  disease,  to  be  admitted  under  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  on  payment  of  a  sum  to  be  fixed  by  said 
Board. 

The  said  Corporation  is  also  authorized  and  empowered  to  let  for  the 
term  of  999  years,  at  an  annual  rental  of  One  Dollar,  and  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions,  and  with  such  privileges  as  may  be  deemed 
advisable,  any  portion  of  the  grounds  of  the  German  Hospital  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  to  any  Corporation  now  or  hereafter  to  be 
organized,  which  by  its  charter  or  articles  of  association  shall  be 
authorized  and  empowered  to  establish,  maintain  and  manage,  first,  a 
Home  of  the  same  character  and  description  as  the  Mary  J.  Drexel 
Home  aforesaid,  and  second,  a  Mother  House  or  Institution  for  the 
maintenance  and  education  of  Deaconesses : 

Provided,  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  Managers  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  to  whom  such  lease  shall  be  made  shall  at  all  times  contain  three 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  said  German  Hospital  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sec.  10.  Amendments  to  the  Charter  may  be  proposed  at  any  annual 
meeting  of  the  Corporation,  to  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  of 
January  in  each  year,  but  shall  not  be  acted  upon  until  the  next  annual 
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meeting,  and  they  shall  not  be  adopted  unless  they  be  approved  by 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Sec.  11.  This  Charter  shall  be  in  lieu  of  the  Amended  Charter, 
approved  on  the  Twenty-second  day  of  December,  A.D.  1877,  by  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  1,  for  the  County  of  Philadelphia,  recorded 
in  Charter  Book,  Yol.  3,  Page  608,  on  the  Twenty-first  day  of  January, 
A.D.  1878,  and  of  the  Amended  Charter  approved  on  the  first  day  of 
December,  1882,  so  far  as  it  is  altered  or  supplied,  and  in  all  other 
respects  the  rights,  powers,  franchises  and  privileges  conferred  on  the 
said  Corporation  by  virtue  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  the  Second  of 
April,  A.D.  1860,  incorporating  the  said  German  Hospital,  and  the 
amendments  thereto  shall  be  and  remain  therewith.
